Is C assiar to be Dis&an- 
ohised? 

"IsCassiarto be didfiancliisod?" 
nsltcd Mr. Dennis Oain, head of tho 
■' deputation that waited on tho Pre- 
laier, on Tuesday. "When was Cas- 
giar enfranchised," retorted the "Art- 
ful Dodger." Tho contention now 
.for the first time sot up by the Gov- 
ernment, that Casaiar, not being eni- 
liraoed in any of the constituted Elec- 
toral Districts of the Province, is not 
Mid never wan within the electoral 
IrancMse, is a subterfuge worthy of 
Mr. Walkem. When did the Gov- 
ernment make this awkward (to Min- 
isters convenient) discovery? The 
"Coast Dittriots" include Cassiar, and 
the Electoral District of Now West- 
minster (vide schedule A. of the Consti- 
tution Act) includes the "Coast Dis- 
tricts." When the Bill to set off the 
Coast Districts from the Electoral Dis- 
trict of "New Westminster and couijti- 
tute tUeiii tho '•Electoral District of 
Caledouia," was before the House 
Ministers actually urged as aii argu- 
ment against the measure the fact tbat 
Caasiai wa-t embraced withiu the Elec- 
toral District of New WcHtiiiinster niid 
was. therefore, provided for! Now, 
aft«r having defeated the Eill, they 
turn round and contoud that Cassiar 
is not in any Electoral District and 
that, therefore, the people of Cassinr 
are disfranchised, or, as the Premier 
would put it, were never enfrancliis- 
• ed! Now for the promise nuido to the 
peputation: "Mr. Walkom then said 
that he would grant the rocjuest of the 
doputatiou f(;r the enfranchisement of 
Casaiar, and that ho would consiaer in 
Council with which district— Cariboo 
or New Westminster — the vote of <Jit.s- 
siar would be counted." Wc are free 
to admit that, if Cassiar were really 
outside of ihe enfranohiso>l terntui-y.iL 
would be desiral>le to have it brought 
in, and, consiilonng its poptilatioii as 
a community chieHy engaged lu gold 
mining, if it is to be tacked on to an 
existing Electoral District, it v.-ould, 
jjcrhaps, be more natural that it 
should constitute part of tho cognate 
District of Cariboo, rather than tbat of 
New Westminster; albeit the geogra- 
phical difficulties iu the way of Us 
forming part of either must be appar- 
ent. But we submit, with all duo re- 
BiJect to tho superior knowledge of the 
Attorney-General, that if Cassiar were 
really geogi-aphioally ostracized, it 
does not lie within the purview of 
Executive power to include it. The 
boundaries of tho sovGral Electoral 
Districts are defined and arbitrarily 
fixed by the CV^nstitution Ad, !ind,roi' 
obvious and cogout reasons, the Exe- 
cutive cannot vary or change them. 
Under these circumstances it is cruel 
to hold out such expectations to those 
earnestly desiring to exercise tho right 
of franchise at tho approaching elec- 
tion. Nay, it is worse, it is crim- 
inal. Mr. Wulkeni must he aware 
that Casaiar does lie territorially with- 
in the pale of tho electoral franchise, 
and all that is necessary iu order to an 
exercise of their political rights is that 
tho people should have wliat they Jisk 
for, tho modest concession of polling 
phicea. But evuii if it wv.vti ntlnTwi.-^c, ud 
one knows bettor than Mr. WnUieni bow 
Utterly pnwoiloss tliu E.K.ocMitiv() ia iu tin! 
matter. The proper proviaioii was to 
have paaied the Bill creating the ' Elector- 
al Dibtriot of Caledouia." Bat Mmistai-s 
oppo.sijJ that nioasnro for tli« .snnm reason 
that tlmy p;issca Mn! illilxHul mnl unjust 
fraucluau bill llio ul)jti(;t an.l tuMib-Jiuy of 
which are t.) li i ij) |)i!i)i'b! au-ay from 
the iJa'dot box, jjarticulurly in .nulviug 
districts.

Sir Fredrick Peel and his collea- 
gues of tho Railway Commission have 
had another case of trade preference 
before them. They have ruled, in a 
complaint preferred by tho iJurton 
brewers against the London and North- 
Western Bailway Company, that they 
must have the same Jaoilities, for the 
carriage of their goods as are given to 
Trueman, Hanbury, <fc Bnxton, and 
other great hrms. 

Some rather startling proofs of the 
l)rogress of llitualism iu London and 
the suburbs may bo gathered from 
"Mackeson's Guide." It appears from 
the data given by I his publication that 
Encharistic vestments are now worn 
in 3G churches against 30 in 1874, in- 
cense is burnt in 17 churches against 
11 last year, and altar candles for cere- 
monial purposes in 53 against 
ohiTches last year. 

EyuiPMENT OF AN Arctic Ship by Lady 
Fhanki.in. — Tho Pandora, which was 
one of the vessels named for tho Arc- 
tic expedition, l^ut was condemned on 
survey, has been purchased from the 
Admiralty by Mr. Allen Young, a 
lieuteuant iu the Royal Naval Reserve, 
who will assume command for her, and 
accompany the Discovery and Alert. 
Mr. Young served with Admiral Sir 
Leopold M'Clintook on board the Fox 
in the Franklin Search Expedition, 
and it is said that tho expense of iit- 
tiiig out tho Paudora will be homo by 
Laily P'rankliu and Mr. Ciordou Bou- 
ett of the 'Now York Herald.' 

"THEor.oiacuM Odium: in Galway." — 
In the trial at Gal way of tho rioters at 
Sir T. Blake's funeral, tho juiy, after 
two hours' deliberation, returned a 
verdict of "Guilty" against three of 
tlje Menlough rioters. In Mr. Ferdi- 
nand's case they disagreed, and they 
acquitted Mr. Burke. The Court sen- 
tenced those convicted to a month's 
imprisonment from the first day of tho 
Assizes. The jury brought under tho 
notice of Judge O'Brien a resolution 
warmly eulogizing the Rev.lli-. Comyn 
and the Bev. Mr. Kieman for their 
exertions to restrain the violence of 
the people at the funoriil. 

The Glasgow "News" says: — "Tho 
change of proiirietorsliii) of the 'Even- 
ing Star,' and the issuo of tho papia- 
from the olHce of the Glasgow "News" 
were announced by 1,025,000 little 
handbills, which were printed in the 
incredibly small space of balf an hour. 
Such a feat of rapid printing, we be- 
lieve, has never before been perform- 
ed, and it would have been impossible 
to perforin it but for the Walter Press. 
The process was interesting. - The 
small handbill, measuring three in- 
ches by two, was reproduced by ster- 
eotyping to the extent of ulid times, 
ami by 4,000 revolutions of the Wal- 
ter Presb tho million bills were j^riut- 
ed. It occupied ten hours to cut them 
up with a steam guillotine machine, 
and they were distributed throughout 
tho town from tho windows of two car- 
riasj'eB. 

Es-(ii.iRH Caiii>i:ts ix Amkhica.— TllO 
imposition in the United States of the 
ton jjer cent, on imported manufactur- 
ed goods taken of in 1872 (of which 
telegraph advices have been received) 
is regarded in Yorkshire as practically 
shutting out English carpets from tho 
AiiK-'ricau iii;iiket. AVitb a tariff of 7U 
per cent, ad val'irnm, besides costs of 
freight, tho English manufacturer has 
no chance whatever. Before this last 
Ktep the export of English goods of 
this class had greutly diminished, and 
the loss of Euglisli tratlo may be im- 
agined when it is staled that a few 
years ago nearly one-fourth of thepro- 
(hict of the English loom want across 
the .Vtlantic. There are now about 
•2,(i(HI BiuHsels and tapestry carjict 
looms in the States, and women are 
einployod on both classes of looms. 
The oppositiou of English weavers to 
the employment of women upon car- 
[)et looms has been forcibly illustrated 
lately , although the experiment has 
only been attempted so far as tho 
weaving of tapestry carpets is con- 
cern od. 

No fcwpr than five public meetings 
wore belli on one night in London anil 
tiio noigbborliooil lu connection with the 
JJincstublisbinent niovfiuont.

A lecture upon British Columbia 
w.i.s ilolivored last eveniiipf iu Albert 
Hull by tho Ilev. J. B. Good, of St. 
riuil's Mission, Lyttou, Bntisli Col- 
umbia. Tbo attundaiico was large. 
The chair -wan oc<;uj)ied by tho Kev. 
Q-. WLitakor, ]\1. A., Provoo.st of 
Trinity College, who iutroduced the 
lecturer. 

Mr. Goodoonuneuced by intimatiiij^' 
that it was impo.sHiblo to obtain a doH- 
cription of tho country from tlio 
experience of tourists, astliey may 
only show the bright side of tlio pic- 
ture, or else show all of tho desocts. 
The first glin pse that yon yet of the 
couutry from tho Rteamor is Vaiicoii- 
vor'H Island. The liibt impression is 
that it is a mass of luouutaius and 
rocks, but upoa steaming up the Juau 
do Fuca Sti'ait tho picture cliauges. 
Iu tbo ueiglibDrbood of "Victoria the 
climate in one of the most beautiful m 
tlie world. Tho Roenery iu tho neigh- 
boring archipelago of tho Gulf of 
Georgia is enchanting. Tho lecturer 
then proceeded to describe the country 
ou the mainlfmd proper. The great 
outlet of Britisli Columbia is tlio b'ra- 
Bcr IvivL-r, vi'liich is navigable as far us 
Yale. Tho mountain.s hero come sliooi 
down to tho edge of the river. Yale 
seems as if it were closed iu by moiiii- 
taina. 'There you seo Nature iu its 
iiiagtiiliceut i)liasc. The open land to 
the north is distaut from this i^lace 
about loO iuile.4. The length of the 
I'raaer iliver is about 800 miles, with 
numerous tributaries. The oulj open 
laud that is iu tho country besides tho 
valley of the Frasorandof other rivers, 
is what ia called table-land. Tlio 
vulloys aro very fertile. The soil on 
tUe table-laud hafi to bo artilicially ir- 
rigated, as very little I'aiu falls there. 
The lumber resources of tbe country 
are illimitable. Some of'the trees aro 
from live to twelve feet iu diameter 
above the roots. The Douglas pine 
crowds tho mountain heights of Van- 
couver's Island. In the intorior of tho 
mainland thero are largo quantities of 
resinous pine, fir, oak, and inai>al. 
There can be no finer sight than for 
one to sail through tbo Areliijielago, 
or up the riveiH of Vancouver's Islauil 
anil seethe maple trees iu the fall of 
tho year. The foliage inagiiiticent — 
of every hue and colour. Two liiui- 
ber companies are already working 
preparing lumber, and there is an
